KITCHENER TO BE, A BARON. 
TO RECEIVE A SWORD OF HONOUR 
FROM THE CITY. 

HE HOISTS THE BRITISH AND 
EGYPTIAN FLAGS AT FASHODA. 


AJOR-GENERAL SIR HORATIO 
HERBERT KITCHENER, K.C.B., 
K.C.M.G., was, on his return to Omdur- 

man after his trip to Fashoda, met with a 
doubtless very gratifying piece of news, which 


| was formally published in London last Tuesday. 


This was that the Queen had been pleased to 
confer the dignity of a Peerage of the United 
Kingdom upon the Sirdar. It was the intention 
of Her Majesty that the announcement should 
be made immediately after the battle of Omdur- 
man, but the temporary breakdown of the 
telegraph prevented communication with the 
Sirdar. Sir Herbert will probably be raised to 
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the House of Lords by the title of Baron 
Kitchener of :Khartoum, and receive a grant 
from Parliament of £25,0U0—a reward this 
masterly General is richly entitled to. 


The Sirdar’s Thanks to the City 
of London. 

The Corporation of the City, on the motion 
of the Chief Commoner, has justly resolved to 
present a sword of honour to Sir Herbert 
Kitchener on his return to England. 

The following telegram from Sir Herbert 
Kitchener, received at 7.20 a.m. on Sunday last, 
and dated from Omdurman, Sept. 24, 6.10 p.m., 
was posted outside the Mansion House— 

“To Lord Mayor of London,—I hope your 
Lordship will accept, and convey to the citizens 
of London, our grateful thanks for your con- 
gratulatory telegram, which I received to-day 
on my return from establishing garrisons at 
Fashoda and on the Sobat River. 

“I trust that the opening-up of these exten- 
sive countries will benefit the City of London 
and British trade and commerce in general. 

“SIRDAR.”’ 


The Visit to Fashoda. 


Cabling from Cairo last Sunday, the Daily 
Telegraph’s War Correspondent, Mr. Bennet 
Burleigh, said— 

‘The Sirdar returned from Fashoda to 
‘Omdurman yesterday (Saturday). He found the 
French there, as I have wired previously, and 
notified Captain Marchand that he (the Sirdar) 
had express instructions that the territory was 
ours, and that the French must remove them- 
selves. 

“ Sir H. Kitchener hoisted both flags, the 
Union Jack and’ the Egyptian ensign, in 
Fashoda. He has left there as garrison the 11th 
and 13th Soudanese Battalions.’’ 

° The same Correspondent added on Monday 
morning— 

“ There was no fighting at Fashoda. Captain 
Marchand was given clearly to understand that 
we insisted upon our claims, and the rest has 
been Joft to be settled by the English and French 
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Governments as affairs for diplomacy. A long 
official message was sent to the Foreign Office 
this forenoon from the Sirdar. 

“Sir H. Kitchener has also captured the 
Dervish steamer Safia, which was left by the 
other vessel, Zewfikieh, midway between Omdur- 
man and Fashoda. There was) a little firing up 
the river. : 

“The Cameron Highlanders have been left at 
Fashoda to protect the British flag. The Sirdar 
carried up with him supplies for Major Mac- 
donald’s Uganda force, which was expected there 
a month ago. Colonel Jackson, of the 11th 
Battalion Soudanese, commands the Fashoda 
garrison.” 

Major Marchand at Fashoda. 


The French Minister for Foreign Affairs on 
Monday afternoon received from the French 
representative in Egypt the following telegram, 
dated Cairo, Sept. 26, 11.10 a.m.— 

The Moayad has just published the information 
appended : ** We learn from a reliable source that 
a telegram addressed on the evening of Satur- 
day tothe President of the Council of Ministers 
announced the return of the Sirdar from Fashoda 
to Omdurman. The ‘Sirdar says that he met at 
Fashoda Major Marchand and his expedition, 
composed of eight officers and 120 Senegalese 
soldiers. He asked them to return to Egypt ii 
they wished to do so, but they said that they

preferred to remain where they were until the 
receipt of instructions from the French Govern- 
ment. The Sirdar did not wish to compel then 
to leave Fashoda, but he left at that place an 
Egyptian garrison and established a second 
post at the mouth of the Sobat, and then re- 
turned to Omdurman.,’”’ 

Major Marchand reached Fashoda on July 10. 
He and his companions are in good health. He 
advised the French Government of his arriv 
by two letters sent, the one via the Congo, the 
other by Abyssinia, but owing to the distance 
to be covered these letters have not yet reached 
Paris. 

The Journal des Debats, in an article on Fashoda, 
praises Sir H. Kitchener for having acted as & 
man of heart and head in declining to enter int? 
any dispute with the smali French force, an¢ 
leaving the affair to the care of diplomacy. The 
journal adds: ‘‘If the Press does not go out of 
it way to enhance the difficulties, one can res 
assured that they will be overcome, and for that 
it-will, as we have good hope, be sufficient for 
the two Governments to be inspired by the same 
spirit which appears to have inspired the Sirdar 
in his relations with Major Marchand.”’ i 

Reuter’s Agency is informed that the question 
of the possession of Fashoda has been laid bY 
Lord Salisbury before the French Governmen*,

Lorenzo Malanqui, brothers, have been charged with being 
concerned in. felonidusly shooting Saverio Sabbatino, 
Annicelli Salvatore,‘and Antonio Corsi, with intent to 
kill and murder them. Mr. W. T. Ricketts appeared 
for. the prisoners. Police - constable Shayler, who 
arrested Pasquale Malanqui, said that when on duty 
at midnight on’ Sept. 13 he heard firing in Old 
Street, Shoreditch, and saw persons running towards 
him. ‘The prisoner Pasquale was pursuing, and as he 
followed he fired in quick succession three more shots. As 
he reached witness he was seized, and witness wrenched a 
reyolyer from his hand. The man Antonio Corsi was 
found to have received two wounds, one in the shoulder 
and one, more serious, in the abdomen. An extraordinary 
story attaches to the above case, and a Lioyd’s repre- 
sentative has been investigating the matter. The feud 
between the three prisoners, the injured man Corsi, and 
the other Italians, is alleged to have risen over a 
boy, who not long before had been imported from Italy 
by one of the parties. Even in connection with this part 
of the matter, a wretched story of the boy being sold in 
Italy and. sent over for a consideration of £7, remitted by 
one of the men, is stated to be a fact, and, if true, shows 
that the trade in Italian children is not yet stopped.
